Stricken Down by Heart Disease 

While Riding from the Santa Fe 

' Depot to His Residence — Tests 
for.a Trance. 


Thomas S. Ruddock, a wealthy capi 
talist, who resides with his family at 
No. 317 South Grand avenue, died sud- 
denly yesterday morning, it is sup- 
posed of heart disease, ina hack, while 
en route from the Santa Fé depot to 
his residence. Mr. Ruddock was 
formerly engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness in Chicago, and. accumulated a 
large fortune. About five years ago 
he retired from active business and 
came to os Angeles for his health, 
bringing his family with him, and 
located permanently in this city.

LONE METHOD OF RETRENCHMENT. 


Retrenchment in the city government 
is a question which it is not necessary 
to keep before the.public by constant 
urging. Unfortunately, itis a question 
which forces itself upon us, and which 


cuntil-itis- settled. It ‘will not down.” 
Sewers and sidewalks may be post- 
poned, but a deficiency in the city 
treasury is astern reality, which must 
be met.- 

The Councilmen recognize the neces- 
sity of retrenchment. ‘The only differ- 
ence of opinion-is as to “how.”’ Some 
members of the city government, for 
instance, favor areduction in the num- 
ber of the police officers, others reduc- 
tions of their salaries, while yet others. 
think that both salaries and numbers 
might be reduced. 

These, however, are, in a measure, 
details, which can easily be arranged 
by a little judicious concession on all 
sides. What we desire particularly to 
call attention to just now is the fact 
that there isa very important method of 


retrenchment which our city officials, 


with the exception of the Mayor, have 
studiously avoided, namely, the put- 
ting out of the city’s money at interest. 
As long as this is not done, any attempt 
to effect retrenchment by discharging 
a few officials looks too much like 
“saving at the spigot and wasting 
at the bunghole.” This plan of saving 
is 80 natural, so just, and so in accord- 
ance with the charter, that it is difii- 
cult to understand by what method of 
reasoning the Councilmen can bring 
themselves to throw any obstacles in 
the way of its adoption. It is esti- 
mated that by this means the deficit 
can be made up to the extent of at 
least $20,000 or $25,000. ‘By cutting off 
afew supernumeraries another $20,000 
can be saved, which will give $40,000, 
or nearly the amount of the deficiency. 
The citizens will very closely watch 
the course of the Councilmen in this 
matter. At this stage of the history 
of the city government, there is no ex- 
cuse for procrastination or devious leg- 
islation. There is one natural course. 
It should be adopted. 


AN UNKNOWN LAND NEAR HOME. 


In this age of geographical research, 
it will be news to many that there is 
an unknown land right here on the 
Pacific Coast of the United States.

“COL. GEORGE H. SMITH. 


His Second Leoture Before the Law 
Students, 
Last evening, in Judge Wade’s court- 
room, George H. Smith, Esq., delivered 
the second of the course of 20 lectures 
before the Law Students’ Association, 
the attendance being quite large. 
The lecture treated of the division of 
the law of private rights, first into 
rights of property and rights of obliga- 
tions; then the classification of these 
rights was setforth. The lecturer ex- 
plained that the term rights of prop- 
erty possesses in the present daya 
much broader significance than when 
originally used. He would define it as 
applying to anything to which any per- 
son could claim a right against the bai- 
ance of mankind. ‘Rights of obliga- 
tion’? was explained as being those ob- 
ligations held against a particular 
person. Next was considered the doc- 
trine of actions necessary to maintain 
rights. Actions were classified in a 
similar way torights. It was very ex- 
wang J stated that rights of property 
ave no actions except indirectly; that 
18, when a right of property 1s violated 
or imperiled, a tort is committed and 
renee. is had through an action of 
obligation.

Here is a chance for some of our 
adventurous explorers. Will not some 
of our wealthy young Angelefios get up 
a party next summer and gain fame, 
health and recreation by exploring the 
unknown land?

York city. Dr’ Salisbury was in 
charge of the State laboratory of New 


York, under the State geological sur- 
vey, from 1846 to 1854, is known to 
scientists all over the world as an 
eminent living microscopist, and has 
treated many thousands of cases of 
this disease. As long ago as 1873 he 
ave to the world, through Dr. 

allier’s Zeitschrift fur Parisitenkunde 
Jena, Prussia,)—-the world’s leading 
ournal of microscopy—the results of 
his long-continued and exhaustive 
study of the animalcular organisms 
causing this disease, named by him 
asthmates ciliaris. W. Saville Kent’s 
great “Manual of the Infusoria”— 
three large volumes published in Lon- 
don in 1882, and universally recognized 
as the highest authority—recognized 
and confirmed Dr. Salisbury’s discov- 
ery of the interesting little creature, 
and honored it from a scientific point 
of view as the first and only known 
representative of the genus asthmatos 
(the name given to it by its discoverer). 

Dr. Salisbury’s article in the Zeit- 
schrift fur Parisitenkunde gave the name 
“infusorial catarrh’’ to the disease, 
and presented the following portraits 
of asthmalos ciliaris—its cause. 

The descriptive article contributed 
by him to the journal in question was 
as follows: 
SALISBURY’S ILLUSTRATED LA GRIPPE. 

Infusorial catarrh ‘is purely a parasitic 
disease, arising from a peculiar animalcular 
organism armed upon one side with cilia, 
This organism assumes a great variety of 
shapes and sizes. By watching its develop- 


mentand metamorphoses uader the micro-| 


scope it may be seen to transform itself into 
all the different forms represented in the 
The most usual shapes 
appear to be either spherical or oval, as seen 
in figures 1to 8. Each frequently sends out

The aperture soon, however, 
closes, the wrinkled, shriveled condition of 
the sac walls disappears, and the parent 
moves about again, fresh, plump, and lively 
n active motion 
during the greater part of the life existence 
of the animal, and produce a most aggra- 
vating irritation of the mucous surfaces. 
The young organisms, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5and 6, 
have rolling, rocking, vibrating motion 
from side to side, making about one-third of 
a revolution on the transverse axis at each 
oscillation. The more mature cells either 
vibrate slightly or have a tremulous motion, 
their cilia not moving altogether, as at 5, but 
vibrating in different directions, 
_ Symptoms.—After once obtaining a foot- 
hold on the mucous surfaces % the air 
passages they multiply rapidly.” At first 
they attack the mucous surfaces ot the eye 
and nose, causing free secretion of tears 
and thin mucus, and often intense 
paroxysms of sneezing. The organisms 
gradually travel from the nasal sur- 
faces down into the fauces, larynx, 
trachea, and larger and smaller 
bronchii. As soon as they reach the 


fauces there is a burning heat and irritation 
in thé parts that excite severe coughing. 
‘This tendency to cough constantly increases 
as they and the irritation gradually travel 
farther and farther down the air passages. 


_ When the larger bronchii are reached a 


heavy, hot, feverish pain is felt in the parts 
they invade, acconipanied by flushes of heat 
and, fever.

intense paroxysms of coughing, which are 
frequently long and most painful, especially 
in the morning. | If*the parasite makes its 
wer into the smaller bronchii and air cells 
asthmatic symptoms of a distressing charac- 
ter often supervene. The disease way con- 


tinue according to the temperament and 


constitution and state of health of the pa- 
tient; the irritation assumes a chronic form, 
and the sufferings gradually grow less and 
less tili they disappear. In irritable, sensi- 
tive constitutions the irritation in the 
fauces, larynx, pharynx and bronchii be- 
comes so great that the parts spasuodically 
close in attempts to swallow or to inhale 
air charged with anything which excites in- 
flamed parts. 1 have no doubt from what I 
have seen that death may have occasionally 
occurred in the acute stage of this disease 
from spasms of the pharynx and epiglottis. 

Secretion.—The celis of the mucus, first 
Secreted from the) surface invaded, are 
large, round.mucus cells, not differing ma- 
terially from those in health. Soon, how- 
ever, they begin to be shrunken and jagged, 
and in a few days they assume—many of 
them—the appearance and character of pus 
cells (muco-pus).

Often an irritation and itching will be felt 
on one side of the throat only—exciting 
constant desire to cough. In such cases.the 
irritation will always be on the side on 
which the nasal passage is closed. Under

§./ through the mouth very.often fails to check 
the coughing more than” few moments. 


By clearing the closed-up nasal passage and 
inhaling through it the coughing and irrita- 
tion are soon checked. ‘The reason of this 
is, that the parasites are developing ‘rapidly 
on the posterior surface of the wing of the 
palate on the-side of the nagal stoppage,and 
are constantly working down into the larynx 
and pharynx on that side. 7 
Asthmatic Symptoms.--When the para- 
sites reach the smaller bronchii and air 
cells—especially in irritable and sensitive 
constructions—asthmatic symptoms begin 
to show thomselves, and often become dis- 
tressing and almost unendurable. Any ex- 
citement in the circulation aggravates the 
symptoms. The evening and night air al- 
ways increase the sufferings. _ este 
Contagion.—This disease belongs to those 
that may be transmitted from one individ- 
ual to another, though tlie transmission is 
not very readily accomplished. In work- 
ing very closely over about 60 cases of the 
disease, examining the sputa under the mi- 
croscope for many hours together in each 
instance, and in several severe attacks de- 
voting days to the examinations, I have 
taken the disease but six times myself, and 
in two instances have transmitted it to my 


family. Ihave usually begun to feel aynip- 


toms of the presence of the parasite in from 
four to eight days after beginning to treat a 
case. In aliof my late cases I should state 
that I have taken the precaution to inhale a 
solution of crystallized carbolic acid, one 
‘drachm. to the pint of water, every two or 
three hours, and to take 20 drops tincture 
ferri-chlerid ina tumbler of water two hours 
after each meal, This course has lately pro- 
tected me from taking the disease. 

Treatment.—All means ordinarily used 
for colds and cougs are worse than useless 
in this disease. hile they tend to get the 
system out of order, they do not retard the 
development and progress of the cause. 
Tlie only remedies that do any good are 
such as either destroy or retard the growth 
and reproductiveness of the parasites. 

Fortunately we have many agents belong- 
ing to this class, among which are carbolic 
acid, tinct. ferri-chlorid, quinia sulph., sul- 
phuric acid, nitric acid, hydrochloric acid, 
etc., allof which remedies should be in 
solution with sufficient water, so that they 
can be inhaled’ without producing irritation. 
‘The inhalations should be made freely and 
as often as every hour or two. In addition 
to inhaling, give two grains of quiniasulph. 
every four hours, and 20 drops of tinct. 
ferri-chiorid in a glass of water morning, 
noon and night. It is surprising how much 
a single thorough inhalation will relieve a 
suffering patient, If the sputa is examined 
before the first inhalation, and then again 
after it, a remarkable difference will be ob- 
served in the condition of the parasites. 
Before inhalation they are all in active mo- 
tion; after it, if thoroughly done, they will 
-venoa all be found either dead or motion- 
ess. 

By inhaling at short intervals and thor- 
oughly one leaves no chance for the para- 
sites to get numerous; and soon the follicles 
become permeated with the inlfaled ma- 
terials, and the cause is entirely destroyed.

hours, though more are likely to be 
reproduced from germs for three or 
four days, and the disease will re- 
establish itself if the treatment is not 
kept up for that length of time. If 
allowed to run its course without treat- 
ment the disease will last about a 
month. By the end of that time these 
infusorial organisms will have so 
poisoned the secretions and the sur- 
face of the tissues they infest that they 
can no longer liva in them, and the 
disease will ‘get well of itself.’

JECTS, 


Mr. Mayer Discusses the Water and 
Sewerage Systems — Well-kept 
Streets and Clean Back Yards— 


Points for Property-owners. 
4 


A Times reporter on his rounds for 
news yesterday, and news, by the way, 
is not any too plenty in Pasadenaon a 
rainy day, drifted into City Engineer 
Mayer’s office to find out whether any- 
thing new was going on thereabouts. 
Mr. Mayer knew of nothing startling 


jin the way of news, but after the 


weather had been duly discussed, he 
ventured some timely suggestions and 
information that cannot help but prove 
réadable to every citizen of Pasadena. 

“The next step forward after the 
happy solution of the library question,” 
Mr, Mayer began, “is to bring about 
the speedy completion of the sewerage 
system. The obstacles thrown in the 
way of this most needed improvement 
have been almost endless and atefimes 
seemingly impossible to overcome. 
Contention at home litigation with 
our neighbors as well as with adven- 
turers {rom ‘abroad,’ have made ita 
sore task for the city authorities to 
stand by their undertaking, That we 
should have an eflicient sewerage sys- 
tem no well-informed citizen denies. 
We all clamored for it two years ago, 
and when the bonds for the enterprise 
were voted only two voices said ‘no.’ 

‘“‘Today the necessity for sewers is 
as great or greater than. ever before. 
It is justly claimed that Pasadena is 
the most desirable spot for health- 
seekers in America. To earn and 
maintain this reputation we cannot 
remain idle even during these com- 
paratively uneventful times. The most 
modern improvements in sanitation 
‘are none too good for Pasadena. To 
induce strangers to come here we 
must be able to substantiate-our claims 
as a health resort. We must be able 
to show them our ample supply of pure 
water; we must have an ample sewer- 
age system, well-piped streets 
clean back yards.” 

‘*What is your opinion of our water 
supply?” asked the Times man.. Mr. 
Mayer replied: “*‘Thanks to the con- 
tinued efforts of some intelligent and 
enterprising”: members of our water 
companies, we can well lay claim to 
an abundance of pure water. We 
have today a far better water sup- 

ly than Los Angeles. The flow 
nto our reservoirs during the dry sea- 
son amounts to about 5,000,000 gallons 
a day. The. supply of Los Angeles 


and 


same season. It is not necessary to 
refer to the purity of our mountain 
water, as com with that. of - most 
of our American cities.. Itis clear as 


vegetable matter, and contains no in- 
jurious mineral substances.”” 

Our present sewerage, system was 
then referred to. Mr. Mayer is thor- 
oughly conversant with this important 
sanitary measure of the city govern- 
ment, and what he says on the subject 
is of special value. After speaking of 
the non-completion of the system the 
engineer said: ‘‘The construction of 
the outfall sewer to the sewer farm 
was obstructed early last summer by 
the people of Alhambra. Although a 
right of way over Garfield avenue, then 
a county road, was grunted to the city, 
one of the judges of the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles held that the county 
had no power to grant us such a right 
of way, and also that the city of Pasa- 
dena, being a city of the sixth class, 
was really no ‘city’ under our Consti- 
tution, and therefore dispossessed 6f 
the right of eminent domain, which 
cities of a higher class enjoy. These 
decisions, not being contested by the 
attorneys employed by the city (al- 
though an ordinary mind might have 
been tempted to do so), the city was 
compelled to begin condemnation pro- 
ceedings against the persons owning 
the property on the streets upon which 
the outfall sewer is located. 

“These litigations have been going 
on for nearly a year, and when the end 
will be reached it is impossible to say. 
The city of Pasadena has unquestion- 
ably the law on her side. As the out- 
fall sewer could not be completed on 
account of these temporary obstruc- 
tions, it was decided by the city 
authorities to construct a few of the 
lateral sewers in the hope that while 
this work was going on the court would 
romove all opposition to the ouifall 
sewer. This was then to be ruslied to 
completion, so that the central part of 
the city might be drained* at an early, 
ate. 

“The total length of the outfall 
sewer is 19,320 feet, of which 5220 feet 
are finished. The lateral sewers built 
in the city have a length of 30,850 feet. 
A few miles of laterals will yet be 
added after the outfall sewer has beon 
finished. The sewers are calculated to 
convey only the house sewage out of 
the city. . All rain water is strictly ex- 
clided. ‘hey were designed to carry 
8,000,000 gallons of sewage from the 
city perday. One can easily see, there- 
fore, that they are fully large enough 
fur Pasadeua of the present and future, 
bsince only 5,000,000 gallons of water 


‘enter the city, of which a great portion 


is used for irrigation and which, there- 
fore, never reaches the sewers, | 

“It is intended to conduct the sew- 
age to a tract of land owned by the 
city, situated about four miles south 
of it and about a mile south of Albam- 
bra. At its arrival. at the farm, the 
sewage will be deprived by cvarse 
strainers of its floating masses, sucli as | 


rags, orange peels, bottles ('), ete. The} 


sewage is then conducted in smooth, 
open channels of concrete or earthen- 
ware to the separate irrigation fields, 
upon which it 1s distributed in furrows | 
especially prepared for, its reception. 
Each irrigation field will be allowed a 
rest of one or more days, according to 
the nature of the soil and the needs of 
the vegetation on it. 

“Jf this method of disposal is car- 
ried on properly, there need not be the 
slightest offenee. In fact, if an expe- 
rienced and conscientious superintend- 
ent bas charge of the management, no 
bad odors need be noticeable 10 teet 
from the disposal fields. By this method 
of sewage disposal or purification, sew- 
age can be made vastly purer than the 


Indeed, filtration on land is the only 
known means to make sewage cheml- 
‘eally pure water, At Paris the labor- 
ers often drink the .effiueht, from the 
sewage farm, as it is the purest water 
they can get. Recent experiments show 
that not only all organic matter can

‘**Are the citizens of Alhambra justi- 
fied in objecting to the location of such 
irrigation fields so near their town?” 
asked the reporter. — 
Mr, Mayer said in reply: “The ap- 
prehension felt by our Alhambra 
neighbors that we are going to injure 
them by our sewage farm is not based 
on facts, but is rely imaginary. 
Their bitter opposition to the construc- 
tion of the outfall sewer through their 
Village seems to us dictated by a very 
shortsighted policy; for what will Al- 
hambra some of these days do with its 
sewage, when it has become the hund- 
some and prosperous and therefore 


of Southern, California?—which the 
Alhambrans claim will happen. Will 
they goto the ocean independently orvia 
Los ‘Angeles? Or will they precipitate 
their sewage chemically? I venture to 
say that their purses are not long 
enough for either, and that they will 
be obliged, like Pasadena, to adopt the 
proper method of sewage disposal by 
irrigation on land. It would be very 
easy for them to combine with Pasa- 
denain such a sewage system, and 
what I have said before indicates that 
irrigation fields within a mile, or even 
a half mile, of a town can be detri- 
mental to the health or’ comfort of its 
citizens.”’ 

On the matter of streets Mr. Mayer 
said: ‘Considering the age and size 
of Pasadena she stands unequaled in 
the matter of street improvement. We 
have about 60 miles of streets to look 
after, and they are well cared for.

Root-pruning acts like magic some- 
times in bringing barron trees into a 
bearing state, especially when unfruit- 
fulness is brought about by undue lux- 
uriance. When trees are making very 
strong shoots they are found on exam- 
ination to be muking roots in propor- 
tion, and so long as this goes on fruit 

rospects are very much jeopardized. 


t is the small fibrous’ roots 
which command the formation 
of fruit spurs, and in some 


soils there is difficulty in maintatning 
a fruitful condition. In_ gardens 
where the surface is light and open, 
with a clayey subsoil, there is gréat 
tendency for the roots to go deep in 
search of moisture, especially if the 
aspect is at all open and windy. With 
soils of this description mulching is of 
considerable value, of no matter what 
kind so long as it creates and main- 
tains moisture.—| Vick’s Magazine for 
December. 


The cotton plant has an indefinite 
inflorescence. It never blooms all over 
the plant at once, but the ripe fiber, 
the green pods and the later flowers 
and buds all appear at once. The 
corolla is not deeply serrated, the main 
stem of the plant ia stocky, and a pic- 
ture of it would not be complete with- 
out the bolls overflowing with a foot or 
two of white sheeny fiber. The illus- 
tration. is probably designed for a 
sugar beet, as it resembles that as 
much as it does a cotton stalk.—/ Azusa 
Pomotropic.
